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The courtesies extended to Applicants' representative by Examiner Grainger at the 
interview held July 1 1 are appreciated. The reasons presented at the interview as warranting 
favorable action are incorporated into the remarks below and constitute Applicant's record of 
the interview. 

During the interview, Applicants' representative and Examiner Grainger discussed the 
differences between the subject matter of the claims and .U.S. Patent No. 5,384,628 to Takami 
et al. ("Takami"). Specifically, Applicants' representative asserted in the interview that 
Takami fails to disclose several features of the pending claims including at least a supply 
roller that is at least partially shielded from the weight of developing agent, as embodied in, 
e.g., claims 12, 15, 28 and 38. During the interview, Applicants' representative also argued 
that Takami fails to disclose a polymeric toner with a packed bulk density that is greater than 
or equal to 0.646 g/ml, as recited in independent claim 14. Applicants' representative also 
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pointed out that Takami fails to disclose a wall that is disposed between the developing agent 
container and the supply device where the wall is "integrally formed with a casing of the 
developing device," as recited in claim 22.
